"Washington, May 16.—Sunday's dis- 


patches from Hunt; KOUK brought wel- 
come news from Ailmiral Dewey to the 
president, and to Secretary Long and 
the naval olliciala who are watching the 
admiral's movement with ait much in- 
terest. While no apprehension existed 
as to his security, neverth*less reassur- 
ance of safety ia alwayss pleasant. The 
telegrams Indicate that Uewey has lost 
none of the prestige gained in his mem- 
orable light of two weeks ago, and that 
while he refrains from taking the city he 
has it practically ut his mercy.

The officials are making- all possible 


haste to rush troops to supplement Ad- 
miral Dewey'a forces so that if the Span- 
ish government does surrender the for- 
mer will not be dependent upon the small 
number of marines which he can Illy 
spare from his ships, but will have the 
assistance of soldiers in holding his posi- 
tion anil maintaining order. It is con- 
fidently hoped here that the City of 
Pekintr. chartered as a transport vessel,

France. M'antinique. The dispatch Is as 
follows: "Spanish torpedo boat Terror 
disabled at Port Au France, Martinique." 
There was a disposition among some of 
those who saw this statement to regard 
it with suspicion, suggesting that the 
report of disability was intended simply 
as a blind, and that the Spanis'i govern- 
ment had caused It to be spread so that 
no complaint could be made to France 
on account of the stay of the boat at a 
neutral port.
